This interesting and valuable antiquarian work cost the enterprising publisher 
more than twenty years of undeviaiing labour and many thousand pounds. Every 
rare old print or drawing, illustrative of London topography which he could discover, 
by the most active and diligent research, was made subservient to his purpose; and 
of many ancient buildings the engravings contained in these volumes are now the only 
known records. What adds considerably to the value of the work, is that the letter- 
press gives extracts from parish registers and munimental documents not easily 
accessible elsewhere.

It is now complete, the last 
part having been issued in May, 1892. Having performed its task the Society was 
dissolved. 

As a dictionary of explanation and reference, the work stands alone. Besides the 
explanation of terms used in architecture, and in the arts and sciences connected there¬ 
with, biographical notices of architects of all countries, with lists of their leading 
works, and references to books and illustrations, form a prominent and important 
'feature. The topographical articles afford, under the headings of cities and chief 
towns, concise historical notices, with full information respecting the principal buildings, 
and the sources from which more detailed information may be obtained. 

The bibliographical lists, and references to books, journals, and illustrations given 
in and also at the end of most of the articles, render the work a veritable index 
librorum , affording the inquirer the fullest means for prosecuting his studies at the 
sources of information.

“ The authors of this sumptuous book need not apologize for reopening ground 
that has already been covered by the works of Jewitt, Chaffers, M. Solon, and Professor 
Church. They start with a definite object, and have excellently performed their pre¬ 
scribed and limited task. Their object has been to supplement the labours of their 
predecessors by accurate presentations of a number of objects of which, as a rule, no 
illustration has yet been published, and by a list, as nearly complete as may be, of all 
the pieces of early English pottery which tell us anything about themselves, which 
say when they were made, or where, or by whom, or for what purpose. These pieces, 
as the authors observe, stand out distinctly from the mass of specimens which on all 
these points are dumb, and they certainly are of far more interest than the 4 dumb ’ 
creatures that possess no legend and suggest no history. The antiquarian point of view 
is the best, for, though quaintness often lends its charm to our early pottery, its 
purely artistic merit is not invariably preeminent. But as relics of antiquity, and 
of an art that has been, for one reason or another, either superseded altogether or 
continued too often in an imitative manner, these early specimens deserve all the atten¬ 
tion they have received.

The authors 
do not claim to have covered the whole area of English ceramics. They exclude 
everything that can be called porcelain, as distinguished from the opaque and less 
highly vitrified ware that are properly named pottery. And, notwithstanding the 
frequent beauty and historical associations of encaustic tiles, these, together with all 
that is British, Roman, and Anglo-Saxon, are excluded ; partly be<*ause the work has 
already been done more than adequately, and partly because their production from 
moulds and the indefinite multiplication of their devices seem to remove them from the. 
scope of a book dealing with individual specimens. For a somewhat similar reason 
all the later forms of English pottery, such as Wedgwood, or Leeds ware, the work 
of large factories with almost modern appliances, are also rejected.

The Walters Collection was begun over forty years ago, and is well 
known to collectors of Oriental ceramics. It is classed by many as the 
choicest private collection in the world, and, while it is smaller than 
the collection at Dresden, it is regarded by many exports as finer in 
quality. Mr. Walters’ aim was the collection of beautiful and perfect 
specimens rather than the merely curious. It has been possible, there¬ 
fore, to illustrate the entire range of Oriental porcelain by the rare 
examples in this collection. 

For the coloured plates, which are believed to be unequalled in 
truthfulness and fine quality, artists were employed for over seven 
years in making drawings from the specimens, which have been exactly 
reproduced under the personal supervision of Mr. L. Prang, and the 
constant scrutiny of experts in porcelain. These plates, which average 
about one hundred square inches, are carefully inlaid and protected by 
onion-skin tissue, on which the descriptions are printed. As a matter 
of course, the entire range of Chinese ceramic art is illustrated in these 
rich and beautiful reproductions, which form in themselves a select 
and magnificent gallery of the choicest triumphs of the Oriental artists 
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in porcelain. The illustrations in the text, comprising orthochromatic 
photographs of over four hundred specimens, have been taken with the 
greatest care, and the engravers have had the negatives as well as the 
prints at their disposal.

The work, a long piece in Pope’s couplets, describe Dunvegan 
Castle, and tells the legendary and traditional history of that aucient place of strength. 

It recounts with animution the fighting that took place ab >ut the castle in the seven¬ 
teenth century, between Rory Mohr MacLeod and the chieftain of the Macdonalds. 

The poem has a graceful simplicity and elevation of diction which makes it always 
agreeable to read, if it never glows with any noticeable intensity of fire. Then the 
volume is remarkable for the handsomeness of its decorative appointments and illustra¬ 
tions. Some of these are from the author’s brush, some by Mr. Lockhart Bogle, and 
they include a facsimile, not particularly relevant to the work, but interesting in itself, 
of a letter from Sir Walter Scott. The book, in a word, is a worthy artistic tribute to 
the romance and history of Dunvegan, and it will be highly prized by anyone whom 
these matters closely touch.”— The Scotsman , December 4th, 1899.

No pains have been spared to make it valuable 
as a work of reference, and in respect of the illustrations representative of all the very 
best of Rossetti's work. 

It mnst have seemed strange to many, and a matter for real regret, that no attempt 
has ever been made to illustrate on a large scale, and from every side, the life-work of 
this great and most original painter, who possessed, almost beyond all others that could 
be named, the secret of abstract beanty. One reason for this has always been the 
difficulty of access to his pictures ; the state of seclusion in which many of them were 
guarded having heretofore rendered such attempts impossible. This was doubly 
unfortunate, because Kossetti himself, during his lifetime, consistently avoided exhibi¬ 
tions, and discouraged all attempts to let his work become popularly appreciated. That 
it would have done so cannot for a moment be doubted. The qualities that made it too 
deep and poetical for the critics of 1850 appeal in a very different fashion to the eyes of 
to-day, educated as they are to the even subtler beauties of Burne-Jones. For* most 
people the name of Rossetti is a power, though they scarcely know why. They know 
that in some dim way he has changed the spirit of art, has struck new chords from the 
lyre of poetry, has heralded a r6gime of sober taste and decorative purity. Those who 
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were fortunate enough to see the two great exhibitions of his pictures, in 1883 and 
1897-8, but more especially the former, will recall a dazzling wealth of colour and 
harmony of form such as could not be matched in the work of any other modern 
painter. For these, few enough in comparison, Rossetti must erer since have remained 
a man to conjure with ; but to the rest of the world his work might almost as well have 
been unknown, so little can they j udge of its varied and poetic brilliance.
